Phil Hackwell was the kind of man you trusted instinctively.

The warmth of his personality, the strength of his character, shone 
in his eyes, in his genial smile. His faith was manifest in the quiet 
confidence of his speech. 


Life had meaning to Phil Hackwell. He was an elected town offi- 
cial, who sought office not for glory or power, but for the opportunity 
to serve his community. 


When he first announced that he would be a candidate for Select- 
man, he summed it up with the simplicity and humility that were 
characteristic of all he did. He said, “I feel that this is an opportun- 
ity to serve in the best interest of the community. There is a need 
for progress in Newport, and I feel an obligation to serve in this 
capacity.” 


He was a faithful devoted servant, carrying out his official duties 
long after he was fatally ill and aware that he had only a short time 
to live. 


It was part of his character and his faith that even when he was 
aware of the nature of his illness, he was able to concentrate on the 
problems of the community, not his own. 


Long before he undertook to serve in public office, Phil Hackwell 
was serving his fellow man in other ways. He was a lay leader and 
Sunday School teacher at the Church of the Epiphany as well as its 
senior warden. He was a Boy Scout leader, and headed the junior 
instruction program of the Mt. Sunapee Ski Club. Phil Hackwell was 
a leader of men; he was an inspiration to youth. 


He leaves Newport a rich heritage, his example of rugged inte- 
grity, devotion to purpose, self-sacrifice, warm friendship. 


Newport will miss Phil Hackwell, for all whose lives he touched 
are better for having known him.

Gentlemen: 


It is my privilege to present to you the annual report for the 
Town of Newport accompanied by the annual school report of the 
Newport School system. 


During 1962 the operations of the Town were continued well with- 
in budgetory limitations. Actual expenditures for 1962 were approx- 
imately $5,500 less than appropriated. This saving was made even 
though a payment of $5,000 was made against the Library note at the 
end of 1962, although this item had not been included in the budget. 
Our 1962 revenues were approximately $4,700 in excess of estimates. 
The end result, therefore, shows a surplus for 1962 of approximately 


$10,200. 


One of the very noticeable changes in 1962 was a large amount of 
building, both new homes and industrial buildings, over what we have 
experienced during the past several years. 


I wish to take this opportunity to thank the Board of Selectmen, 
as well as other individuals and committees, for the support rendered 
to me during 1962.

Affairs: 


You are hereby notified and warned to meet at the Town Hall in 
said Town of Newport on the second Tuesday of March next at nine 
o’clock in the forenoon to act upon the following subjects: 


ARTICLE 1. To elect a Selectman for a term of three years; 
to elect a Selectman for a term of one year; to elect a Town Treasur- 
er; and a Town Clerk for the ensuing year. 


ARTICLE 2. To elect a member of the Trust Fund Commission 
for three years and all other officers, Auditors, Agents and Commit- 
tees necessary for the Town Business. 


ARTICLE 3. To see if the Town will vote to authorize the 
Selectmen to employ State Auditors to inspect and audit the books 
of the Town and its departments for the ensuing year and to pass any 
vote in relation thereto. 


ARTICLE 4. To hear the reports of Selectmen, Town Treasurer, 
Auditors and Committees heretofore chosen and pass any vote in re- 
lation thereto. 


ARTICLE 5. To see if the Town will vote to authorize the 
Selectmen and Town Treasurer to borrow money on the notes of the 
Town in anticipation of taxes and pass any vote in relation thereto. 


ARTICLE 6. To see what discount the Town will vote to allow 
on 1963 taxes if paid within ten days of the posting of the Tax In- 
voice. 


ARTICLE 7. To see if the Town will vote to authorize the 
Selectmen to administer or dispose of any real estate acquired by the 
Town through Tax Collector’s deeds or in any other manner. 


ARTICLE 8. To see if the Town will vote to approve and adopt 
the recommendations of the Budget Committee, raise and appropriate 
the various sums contained in the report and listed in the Budget 
which include the following recommended special appropriations: 


(A) To see if the Town will vote to purchase a front end loader 
for the Highway Department and for such purpose to ap- 
propriate a sum not exceeding $15,000.00, such sum to be 
raised through the issuance of serial notes under and in 
accordance with the provisions of Chapter 72 of the Revised 
Laws, as amended, and to authorize the Selectmen to de- 
termine the time and place of payment and rate of inter- 
est on said notes and to take such action as may be neces- 
sary to the issuance thereof. 


(B) To see if the Town will vote to purchase a snow blower for 
the Highway Department and for such purpose to appro- 
priate a sum not exceeding $5,000.00, such sum to be raised 
through the issuance of serial notes under and in accordance 
with the provisions of Chapter 72 of the Revised Laws, as 
amended, and to authorize the Selectmen to determine 
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the time and place of payment and rate of interest on said 
notes and to take such action as may be necessary to the 
issuance thereof. 


(C) To see if the Town will vote to purchase a new fire truck 
for the Fire Department and for such purpose to appropri- 
ate a sum not exceeding $16,000.00, such sum to be raised 
through the issuance of serial notes under and in accord- 
ance with the provisions of Chapter 72 of the Revised 
Laws, as amended, and to authorize the Selectmen to de- 
termine the time and place of payment and rate of inter- 
est on said notes and to take action as may be necessary 
to the issuance thereof. 


(D) To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate 
$5,000.00 which would be used to pay off the balance of 
the Library Note dated November 1, 1951. 


ARTICLE 9. To see if the Town will vote to re-open a section 
of the Emerson Highway which begins at a stake and stones in said 
highway Southerly of a point fifty feet East of the farmhouse known 
as the Emerson Farm House, now Underhill, and extending less than 
one mile to premises of Doris Bennett, and raise and appropriate the 
sum of $500.00 for the repair of the same. (This article and the 
appropriation therefore of $500.00 is submitted without recommenda- 
tion of the Budget Committee.) 


ARTICLE 10. To see if the Town will vote to rescind its pre- 
vious vote which adopted the provisions of the Municipal Budget Law, 
as provided for in New Hampshire Revised Statutes Annotated, Chap- 
ter 32, Section 1.

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POLICE DEPARTMENT 


The Police Department operations were fairly normal during 1962. 
However, the need for one additional patrolman to improve our police 
coverage was clearly indicated. Funds are being requested in our 
1963 budget for this purpose. 


During 1962 we were very sorry to lose the services of Patrol- 
man Floyd Fowler in that he was retired as a result of serious injury 
sustained in line of duty in December of 1961. He had been a member 
of pe department for a great many years and we regret his loss very 
much.

FIRE DEPARTMENT 


1962 was an exceptionally good year in view of the small losses 
sustained during that year. The total insured and uninsured losses 
were slightly over $10,000. This figure does not include automobiles 
or extended coverage. This is a very noticeable improvement over 
losses totaling approximately $25,000 in 1961. A total of 96 calls were 
answered, five of which were bell alarms. As heretofore, the princi- 
pal type of fires were chimney, oil burner and automobiles. 


In addition to the normal work of fire fighting the members of 
the Fire Department did some rather extensive repair work on the 
inside of the fire station. The large meeting room on the second 
floor was completely remodeled to include walls, ceiling and floor. 
In addition, all new furniture was put into this room. Additional 
work was done on the remainder of the upstairs rooms as well as on 
the floor below. 
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WATER AND SEWER DEPARTMENT 


Considerable repair and maintenance work was required on con- 
trol valve and chlorination equipment. Since most of this work is 
beyond the capability of town employees, it was necessary to employ 
outside technicians. It may be necessary to replace some of this 
equipment in the near future. 

The North Newport water situation became critical again during 
the summer months necessitating a great deal of time by town em- 
ployees and money for carrying water. The end result was the deci- 
sion reached by the Board of Selectmen to discontinue this system 
and to return same to the heirs of the original owners, as provided 
for in the original deed. 

The summer months saw a great increase in new services. In gen- 
eral these were as follows: 
water connections for trailers 
water connections for new houses 
water connection for a trailer park 
water connection for Unicraft Corp. 
water connection for Newport Motel 
water connection for Sunshine Lanes 
sewer connections 
a addition to the above the following special projects were com- 
pleted:

125 ft. of 6 inch sewer line laid on Dexter Avenue 

450 ft. of 6 inch water line on Elm Street 

Dredged Sugar River north of the bridge 

Certain work on hydrants and mains, as recommended in Hay- 

den, Harding and Buchanan Survey of 1954, will be started in 1963. 
The supply of water continues to be adequate for the needs of the 
town. No new action was taken in 1962 reference a new sewage dis- 
posal plant. Efforts are being made to obtain a larger percentage of 
State and Federal aid for such a project when it becomes necessary 
at a later date. 


CEMETERY DEPARTMENT 


A continuing effort was made during 1962 to improve the overall 
appearance of our cemeteries. These efforts will be continued dur- 
ing the year 1963. 

The roadways in Pine Grove Cemetery were oiled and sanded 
and the fences in Pine Grove and North Newport Cemetery were re- 
paired and painted. In addition to these improvements, normal main- 
tenance operations were carried out. 

There was a very noticeable increase in the number of burials 
since we had 95 in 1962 as compared to 68 in 1961. These burials 
were in the cemeteries listed below:

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HIGHWAY DEPARTMENT 


During 1962 Apportionment “B” matching funds were set aside 
and will be used in 1963 with other Apportionment “B” funds to com- 
plete resurfacing of Main Street from the common to the bridge. 
T.R.A. work was continued on Bradford Road and this has now been 
completed. The calcium chloride program in 1962 was carried out in 
the spring covering approximately 13 miles of outlying gravel roads. 
The oiling program on black-top roads covered approximately 6 miles 
of road surface. The winter program, of course, consisted primarily 
in plowing roads and removing snow. Considerable quantities of salt, 
sand and some calcium chloride were used in this winter program. 

There were a considerable number of special projects completed 
throughout the year, the principal ones being as follows:

The sidewalk along the east side of South Main Street was extend- 
ed several hundred feet south.

In addition to the above, Endicott Road was widened in certain 
areas and sharp corners eliminated. A bad corner on Pinnacle Road 
Extension was widened and a bad situation corrected. Some work 
was done on Edgell road to straighten out bad places which had pre- 
viously hindered snow plowing. 


All told, the Highway Department operated very efficiently and 
has concluded a good year in spite of an extremely bad winter season. 
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PUBLIC HEALTH NURSE 


Our public health nurse continues to perform extremely valuable 
services for the Town of Newport. In addition to normal house calls 
on needy patients, very effective work has been continued in cases 


with Polio and T.B. clinics as well as work with the Blood Bank.

NEWPORT HOSPITAL REPORT 


To the people of Newport: 


During 1962, Dr. Denis Maryn and Dr. Robert Phillips joined our 
Medical Staff and Dr. Alfred Hanscom left to specialize in Anesthe- 
siology. 


Major improvement made this year was the installation of an air 
conditioner in the Obstetrical Department with funds furnished in 
part by an anonymous donor and the remainder by the Hospital Aid. 


As in the past, the Hospital Aid also purchased many needed 
pieces of equipment, among which was a Polaroid Developing Unit 
for use in the X-ray department. 


Patient statistics were as follows: Patient days — 17,693, admis- 
sions — 1,018, births — 130, operations — 1,062, X-ray exams —2,124, 
lab exams — 12,329, out-patients treated — 4,015. Of the above, all 
show an increase over last year with the exception of births, which 
show a decrease of five.

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LIBRARY REPORT 


The year 1963 will see the old Richards Library in new quarters, 
its collection and facilities greatly increased. 1962 for the Newport 
library can be summed up as a year of Promise, Prospects, and Pre- 
paration. 


For its outstanding participation in National Library Week in 
April, the library — which had enjoyed the cooperation of local organ- 
izations — was awarded a set of Putnam’s Nature Library by the N. H. 
Library Association. 


The book collection was further increased through purchases from 
the regular book budget, through gifts from local individuals and or- 
ganizations, through a gift of $500 from the Friends of the Library, 
and through a $200 grant from the State Library. 


In the fall, our library was admitted to a cooperative purchasing 
group sponsored by the State Library. Group meetings with displays 
of new books make possible better and more prompt selection of new 
titles, and group purchasing allows buying at a larger discount than 
was possible for the Newport library alone. This makes the Richards 
Library dollar stretch. There is no state control over selection — 
what to buy and when remains the decision of local authorities. 


In November it was announced that the Richards Library had 
been chosen above all other libraries in New Hampshire to receive 
the Dorothy Canfield Fisher Memorial Award from the Book of the 
Month Club. This will make $1,000 available in April 1963 for the 
purchase of new books for the new library. 


The local newspaper microfilm project was completed in 1962 and 
is now in use. The Summer Reading Contest for children was held 
again, with greater participation than in previous years. Book de- 
livery to shut-ins was continued, a project of the Friends. 


Work with the schools continued. Children from the primary 
grades were introduced to the use of the library during National Book 
Week in November. Books were loaned to teachers for classroom use. 
Help to students with reference work was continued. 


Children’s use of the library increased to almost a third of the 
total use; use by adults decreased slightly. Total circulation for 1962 
was 28,572, a decrease (157) so slight that the per capita use of 5.2 
remained the same. It is expected that with the increased space for 
new books in the new library this decrease will be more than re- 
covered. Newport can look forward with confidence to the library 
year 1963.

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CIVIL DEFENSE REPORT 


TO: The Board of Selectmen and the Town Manager: 


The local Civil Defense picture remains the same as last year in 
that it has not changed greatly in the basic organization. Some new 
personnel have been added to the different groups making up the 
staffs and also adding to the strength of each group. 

The Auxiliary Police group has covered much in the training of 
its members by completing a course in hand weapons and familiariza- 
tion with riot guns. This was accomplished on the new range which 
was completed last summer by the members. The Range is located 
on the Lewko property on East Mountain and will be available to 
townspeople for range purposes under proper supervision. 

Headquarters of the Local and County Civil Defense is located in 
the basement of the Town Hall with supply storage room nearby. 
Auxiliary power and shelter are also in this location. 

Although the National Shelter Survey did not turn up any suitable 
shelter locations in Newport, it is known that there are several spots 
on the Main Street which could easily be converted with little work. 
These were not checked by the survey. 

Your cooperation was most welcome during the past year and I 
am sure that our Civil Defense has benefited by it. 

Several projects are in the making and will be completed this 
summer.

AUDIT PROCEDURE 


The accounts and records of all town officials charged with the 
custody, receipt and disbursement of public funds were examined and 
audited. Vouchers and cancelled checks were compared with sup- 
porting invoices and payrolls as well as entries in the books of re- 
cord. Receipts were checked by source insofar as possible and totals 
of receipts and expenditures verified. Book balances were verified 
by comparison with reconciled bank balances made from statements 
obtained from depository banks. Verification of uncollected taxes 
was made by mailing notices to delinquent taxpayers as indicated by 
the Collector’s records. Accounts receivable of the Water and Sewer 
Departments were also verified by sending notices to persons whose 
names appeared on the delinquent lists. The amounts of uncollected 
and unredeemed taxes and Water and Sewer Department accounts 
receivable, as indicated in this report are therefore subject to any 
changes which may be necessitated by the return of verification 
notices.

It is recommended that the Selectmen and Tax Collector go over 
these uncollected lists on the tax warrants of 1959 and prior years 
and that such taxes thereon as appear to be uncollectible should be 
abated by the Board of Selectmen. 


The two year period which the law provides for redemption from 
tax sales has expired in the case of all unredeemed taxes from tax 
sales on account of the levies of 1959 and prior years. Therefore the 
Tax Collector should issue tax deeds to the Town for the properties 
represented by these tax liens. 


Surety Bond of Town Clerk 


It is recommended that surety bond of the Town Clerk be in- 
creased from $2,000.00 to $5,000.00 in order that the amount of the 
bond may be more proportional to the amount of funds received by 
the Clerk. 


Conclusion: 


The provisions of Chapter 184 of the Laws of 1955, require that 
this report or the summary of findings and recommendations (letter 
of transmittal) shall be published in the next annual report of the 
Town.

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REPORT OF SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


To the Citizens of Newport: 
I submit herewith my, fifteenth annual report as Superintendent of 
Schools. 
ENROLLMENT 


Our enrollment continues to increase: 
Total in all schools — January 1, 1962 — 1,323 
Total in all schools — January 1, 1963 — 1,371 

We expect to graduate a class of 67 seniors and to have an enter- 
ing Grade 1 class next September of 140. A continual increase in en- 
rollment is manifest by the need for more teachers, books, teaching 
supplies, desks and before too long — more classrooms. 

TOWLE RENOVATIONS 

The partitioning of Chellis Auditorium as authorized by the 1962 
Annual Meeting was carried out during the summer months. The 
work was performed by R. E. Bean Construction Co., Inc. of Keene 
who submitted the low bid for the project. Since no architect was 
employed for this job, the successful outcome is even more Satisfying. 
(Views of the two classrooms, the enlarged library space, the Counsel- 
or’s office, and the Conference Room appear elsewhere in this Report.) 
These added facilities have helped greatly in providing temporary 
relief to our school housing problems. 

NEW MINIMUM STANDARDS FOR N. H. HIGH SCHOOLS 

Representatives of the Department of Education visited Towle 
High School in January to determine what would be needed in order 
that Towle could be approved as a Comprehensive High School under 
the new minimum standards which go into effect in September 1963. 
Quoting from the Report: “We examined the Program of Studies and 
found that the only course needed would be a credit course in art.” 
(Funds have been included in the 1963-64 Budget to provide some 
art instruction on a part-time basis.) 

The Report further stated: “It was a pleasure to observe the 
work that has recently been accomplished at the school, particularly 
for the library.”

HIGH SCHOOL NEEDS 


Although we have relatively little to do to meet minimum stan- 
dards for 1963, it seems advisable to also indicate to the citizens the 
remarks of the representatives of the State Department of Educa- 
tion relative to the adequacy of facilities at Towle High School. The 
Report states: 

“In the area of facilities and equipment, we made a cursory 
tour of the building and noted two areas which need attention. The 
science laboratories are too small for a school of this size; storage 
space and adequate space for even a minimum number of pupil 
stations is lacking. We suggest that the district be advised that it 
faces expenditures in this area, that a complete renovation of exist- 
ing facilities be planned, and that additional laboratory space be 
planned. 

““A second area that needs attention is the modern foreign lan- 
guage room. Consideration should be given to adding an electronic 
language laboratory. This will require expenditures which the dis- 
trict should be alerted to as soon as possible.” 


STAFF - SALARIES 


The Newport Teachers’ Salary Schedule contains a provision for 
a yearly review by the School Board. The School Board has adopted 
the following for 1963-64:

“OFF SCHEDULE” 
Very few teachers would be at their proper place on this Schedule 
for 1963-64 but would advance over the next several years as follows: 
a. Annual Increment - ($150., $170., $179.) 
b. Plus $100. yearly - until the proper place on the Schedule 
is reached 

Newport is in competition with other communities for the ser- 
vices of competent, qualified teachers. The quality of a school sys- 
tem is largely determined by its teaching staff. The quality of teach- 
ers in a school system is pretty largely set by the salary they receive 
and the assurance they have as to what they can expect to receive if 
they remain here for a number of years. 

In 1961 - 62 there were 12 changes in the teaching staff. This 
year there were 18 changes. This represents about a 30% turn-over 
which is far too high for educational effectiveness — and much high- 
er than we have experienced in the past. 

Newport is still fortunate to have a substantial group of experi- 
enced, conscientious, and dedicated teachers. We were fortunate to 
fill this year’s vacancies with a number of new teachers with good 
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potential. With additional experience, most of these newcomers 
should become above-average instructors. 

No. 1 concern and priority of this school system and community 
should be to stabilize its present teaching staff so that there will be no 
more than a normal amount of turn-over in the next few years. 

Newport has no right or reason to expect that “better teachers” 
will teach here indefinitely — for less.

Dear Sir: 


It is a pleasure to submit my ninth annual report of Towle High 
School. 

The recognized need for additional classroom space at Towle was 
partially met by the excellent job of remodeling which was recently 
completed on Chellis Auditorium; this renovation of existing space 
provided the following facilities: 

(a) a new, adequate classroom for Typing; 

(b) an improved classroom for French instruction; 

(c) a guidance room; 

(d) a much needed conference room for students and teachers; 

(e) an improved library area which will allow expanded services 

for students. 

Recently the visiting committee from the State Department of 
Education inspected Towle High School to ascertain its certification 
status. 

The three major areas of comment from this committee were: 

(a) favorable recognition of the improved library facilities which 

need continued development to meet minimum requirements; 

(b) a strong expression that Towle’s laboratory facilities for 

teaching science are extremely inadequate for a high school 
of this size, and that definite plans should be developed to 
provide adequate, up-to-date labs for meeting today’s mini- 
mum science requirements in the near future; 

(c) the notation of the requirement, by next year, that at least 

one offering in art education will be required to maintain 
Towle’s certification as a comprehensive high school. 

Our biggest problem, one which only parents of students can help 
us solve, is that of pupil apathy towards real quality work; schools 
without the help of the home can not successfully compete with tele- 
vision, telephone calls, evening recreational programs, and the natural 
procrastination of human beings for adequate home-study time. This 
problem’s solution can come only if parents see that students have 
the facilities and the regular required study-time needed to do an 
adequate job of preparation. 


I hereby express my sincere appreciation to the School Board, the 
Superintendent, the Staff, the Students, and the Citizens of Newport 
who have given the support necessary for another successful school 
year.

I am pleased to submit to you this brief sixth annual report as 
Principal of the Newport Junior High School. 


This year this school had many changes in its teaching staff. Out 
of twenty-two full-time and part-time teachers ten were new to this 
school this year. ‘Eight of these had no previous teaching experience. 


A large turnover of faculty members can only create a hardship 
on the students and all others concerned. However, this school was 
fortunate to obtain many above average beginning teachers this year. 
I think it is essential that we do what is necessary to prevent a con- 
tinual turnover in the teaching staff. 


Our curriculum has changed very little this year. We have tried 
with some groups in grades 7 and 8, the modern approach to the 
teaching of mathematics. Student programs, organizations and other 
activities have continued this year as in past years. 


The use of the school library has increased greatly this year. The 
library, staffed by student librarians, now has nearly 1,700 volumes. 
As the library increases in its use and the number of books increases, 
a space problem becomes apparent as does the need for a part-time 
librarian. 


A complete statistical and financial report of the Newport Junior 
High School Cafeteria is attached to this letter. The cafeteria was able 
to operate with financial success during the past year. 


Each year the use of the building for community activities in- 
creases. Many banquets, adult education classes and general meetings 
are held here during the year. 


My personal thanks to the faculty members for their fine work 
and cooperation. I wish also to thank the citizens, parents, students, 
custodians and other school personnel who have helped to make this 
school year successful.

I hereby submit my sixth annual report as Principal of Richards 
School. 


This school year, the sixth, fifth, fourth and third grades con- 
tinued to study Science and the History of New Hampshire through 
the medium of television. This has proven to be very successful and 
it is hoped that these programs are continued. 


With pupil interest, once again, extremely high Richards School 
participated for the fifth straight year in the annual Union-Leader 
State Spelling Bee. 


The instrumental music program has been expanded to include 
instrumental lessons for pupils during the school day, once a week. 
The Richards School Band numbers forty members. Rehearsals for 
the band and the Richards Chorus are held every Friday afternoon. 


The Richards School Library has added many new books and 
magazines to its facilities. All the pupils of Richards School have an 
opportunity to utilize these books. 


I want to take this opportunity to thank the mothers who are 
donating their time in supervising the library. 


An overflow crowd of 750 parents and friends attended the 
fourth Richards Grade Glimpses’ Program, which again, was highly 
successful. Funds from this program are being utilized to pay for the 
purchase of athletic and playground equipment, library books, re- 
freshments for school parties and many other important items needed 
by the school. 


The cafeteria served over 50,000 meals during the school year. 
The cafeteria supervisor and his assistants are to be commended for 
the outstanding task of planning these meals. A complete statistical 
account of the Richards Cafeteria has been attached to this letter. 


Fire drills are held at least once a month, and twice a month 
during good weather. Children on the second floor of the old build- 
ing have used the fire escape during fire drills. Civil defense evacu- 
ation drills have been held. 


I wish to thank the co-operative, friendly parents and citizens; 
dedicated, hard-working teachers; eager, enthusiastic youngsters and 
other school personnel who have helped to make this a successful 
school year.

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REPORT OF TEACHER CONSULTANT 


Following is a brief summary of some of the services and respon- 
sibilities I have been happy to share. In rendering this report, I 
gratefully acknowledge the continued support, encouragement, and 
guidance of many people within the school system and throughout 
the community. 


Testing Programs... 


1. 


Pre-school registration and testing for all entering first grade 
children was completed again this year. This program and 
other phases of school policy are described in the “Handbook 
for Parents of Children Entering the First Grade” distributed 
at the time of registration. 


. General ability tests now administered at intervals of grades 1, 


4, 6, and 8. 


. General achievement tests are administered at all elementary 


levels. Last year this program was limited to the field of read- 
ing; this year it will include the three major curriculum areas 
of reading, English (language arts) and arithmetic — with 
some provision for better classroom use of results. 


. Individual Testing (Stanford-Binet Scale) has been done on re- 


quests from principals, teachers, and parents with clinical fol- 
low-up on some cases. The major portion of individual tests 
administered during the past year was the necessary ground- 
ors ee the establishment of a Special Class at Richards 
School. 


Curriculum... 


Le 


There has been continued introduction of newer techniques 
and approaches to the teaching of arithmetic. It is anticipated 
that more of this gradual change will prevail before a complete 
revision of our mathematics curriculum is undertaken. To date, 
the limited distribution (from the State Dept. of Education) 
of a new guide for primary grades gives much promise for im- 
provement in the future. 


. Educational T.V. continues as an aid to teaching as reported 


by the principal. 


. Reading Laboratories — the use of reading selections of grad- 


ed difficulty — continue as a means of individualizing the 
teaching and strengthening of reading skills throughout most 
elementary grades. 


. A revision of report cards (grades 1-6) has attempted to pro- 


vide greater consistency of reporting to parents at all levels and 
a smoother transition from elementary to junior high school 
grades. 


. The organization of curriculum committees (now in process) is 


expected to review existing outlines for the purpose of up- 
dating scope and sequence, grades 1-6, particularly in science, 
mathematics and social studies. 


. Continuous provision is made for obtaining specialized mate- 


rials for teachers — references, workbooks, special texts, film- 
strips, and other instructional aids. 


Safety Education . . . Through cooperation with local law enforcement 
officers, Child Safety Manuals have been made available by spon- 
sorship of local professional and business establishments. The 
emphasis of this program has been on the home’s responsibilities of 
accident prevention. 
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Adult Education . . . Provision for adult courses continues through 
the Newport Adult Education Program. Recently, courses in typing 
and art (for beginners and more advanced) were offered. Courses 
are scheduled on the basis of local interest with a minimum of 
ten members for each course. Last year courses in literature and 
composition and woodworking were offered. 


Educational Conferences ... In an attempt to keep abreast of cur- 
rent educational trends, attendance at regional conferences in read- 
ing, testing, mathematics, and supervision has been most rewarding.

I am pleased to submit my second annual report as Guidance 
Counsellor for the junior and senior high schools. 

With the addition of a well-equipped office at the high school, 
the guidance services have reached out to more students in grades 
ten, eleven and twelve. 

A Career Day, sponsored by the Business and Professional Wo- 
men’s Club of Newport, was held this year. Over one hundred and 
fifty students listened to professional representatives from a variety 
of vocations. 

The eighth and tenth grade students took part in statewide test- 
ing programs. These tests included areas such as intelligence, achieve- 
ment and vocational interests. The results from such tests are invalu- 
able tools in counseling students. 

Twenty-one twelfth grade students took the Employment Security 
Service Examinations and received special counseling from this outside 
agency. 

A large number of eleventh and twelfth grade students who are 
planning to attend college took the following external tests: 

(1) Preliminary Scholastic Aptitude Test 

(2) National Merit Examination 

(3) Scholastic Aptitude Test 

(4) Achievement Tests of the College Boards (which included 
the supplementary French Listening Test) 

(5) The American College Test 

(6) The Educational Development Test 

Representatives from colleges, Armed Forces, technical schools, 
the Portsmouth Naval Yard Training Program and the General Elec- 
tric Training Program visited the high school during the year and 
spoke with interested students and me. 

Filmstrips and prepared recordings were loaned to the school 
from Northeastern University to assist students in making vocational 
decisions. 

In conclusion, I wish to thank again the principals, teachers and 
townspeople for their cooperation and encouragement during my 
second year as full-time guidance counsellor.

THE STATE OF NEW HAMPSHIRE 


To the Inhabitants of the School District in the Town of Newport, in 
the County of Sullivan, in the State of New Hampshire, qualified to 
vote in District affairs: 

You are hereby notified to meet at the Town Hall in said District 
on the ninth day of March 1963 at 1 o’clock in the afternoon to act 
upon the Articles set forth in this Warrant. Articles 1, 2, 3, 4, and 
5 of this Warrant covering the election of Moderator, Clerk, Treasur- 
er, Member of the School Board, and Auditors will be acted upon at 
1 o’clock p.m. and voting will be by official ballot and check lists and 
the polls will remain open for this purpose from 1 o’clock p.m. until 
at least 3 o’clock p.m. At 2 o’clock p.m. the remaining Articles will be 
acted upon. 

Article 1. To choose a Moderator for the ensuing year. 

Article 2. To choose a Clerk for the ensuing year. 

Article 3. To choose a Treasurer for the ensuing year. 

Article 4. To choose a Member of the School Board for the en- 
suing three years. 

Article 5. To choose Auditors for the ensuing year. (Two or 
more.) 

Article 6. To hear the reports of Agents, Auditors, Committees 
or Officers chosen, and pass any vote relating thereto. 

Article 7. To see what sum of money the District will raise and 
appropriate for the support of schools, for the salaries of School Dis- 
trict Officials and Agents, and for the payment of statutory obligations 
of the District, and to authorize the application against said appropri- 
ation of such sums as are estimated to be received from the state 
equalization fund, and other state sources, together with other in- 
come; the School Board to certify to the Selectmen the balance be- 
tween the estimated revenue and the appropriation, which balance is 
to be raised by taxes by the Town. 

Article 8. To see if the District will vote to authorize the trans- 
fer of funds, received from the State of New Hampshire in the 
amount of $1,000.00 for land taken for state highway purposes at the 
Junior High School site, to a Capital Reserve Fund for future use 
at the Junior High School. 

Article 9. To see if the District will vote to raise and appropri- 
ate $4,800.00 for the purpose of providing automobile driver education 
instruction and to authorize the application against said appropriation 
of any income available from state sources for said purpose. (By 
petition.) 

Article 10. To see if the District will vote to authorize any un- 
encumbered balance accruing June 30, 1963 in excess of $4,950.00 to 
be placed in a Capital Reserve Fund to be used toward the purchase 
of a new school bus. 

Article 11. To transact any other business that may legally come 
before said meeting.
